Republicans Force Through 
Bill 
Despite

Washington, March 5.—A hot politi­ 
cal row broke out in the house today 
when the Republicans forced through 
a resolution authorizing investigation 
by the judiciary committee of the acts 
of Attorney General Palmer in connec­ 
tion with prices charged for Louisiana 
sugar. 
Democrats bitterly opposed the pro-, 
ject, charging repeately that it was 
designed as an indirect impeachment 
of Mr. Palmer and only intended as a 
means of checking the “growing pop­ 
ularity" of a Democratic presidential 
aspirant 
Wilson Blamed. 
In reply, the Republicans charged 
that President Wilson and Mr. Pal­ 
mer directly were responsible for pre­ 
vailing high sugar prices; that 
Mr. 
Palmer had no authority to recognize 
the high figure at which Louisiana 
sugar sold and that he had failed to 
press actions against profiteers. 
In two hours of debate on the res­ 
olution, 
offered by 
Representative 
Tinkhara, republican, 
Massachusetts.. 
Democratic members asserted it was a 
“covert" attack on Mr. Palmer, and 
was calculated to divert public atten­ 
tion .from failures of the “incapable ’ 
Republican leadership in congress. 
Inquiry ordered. 
When the time limit expired, 
the 
resolution was put through, 162 to 124 
-by a party vote, and the committee 
Will ’proceed with its inquiry. 
The resolution directs that the in­ 
vestigation be directed “to the admit­ 
ted concurrence of the attorney gen*- 
eral in maximum fixed prices," of 17 
and 18 cents a pound for Louisiana su­

Washington, March 5.—A hot politi­ 
cal row broke out in the house today 
when the Republicans forced through 
a resolution authorizing investigation 
by the judiciary committee of the acts 
of Attorney General Palmer in connec­ 
tion with prices charged for Louisiana 
sugar. 
Democrats bitterly opposed the pro-, 
ject, charging repeately that it was 
designed as an indirect impeachment 
of Mr Palmer and only intended as a 
means of checking the “growing pop­ 
ularity’' of a Democratic presidential 
aspirant. 
Wilson Blamed. 
In reply, the Republicans charged 
that President Wilson and Mr. Pal­ 
mer directly were responsible for pre­ 
vailing high sugar prices; that 
Mr. 
Palmer had no authority to recognize 
the high figure at which Louisiana 
sugar sold and that he had failed to 
press' actions against profiteers. 
In two hours of debate on the res­ 
olution, 
offered by 
Representative 
Tlnkham, republican, 
Massachusetts, 
Democratic members asserted it was a 
“covert" attack on Mr. Palmer, and 
was calculated to divert public atten­ 
tion .from failures of the “incapable" 
Republican leadership in congress. 
Inquiry ordered. 
When the time limit expired, 
the 
resolution was put through, 162 to 124 
-by a party vote, and the committee 
Will proceed with its inquiry. 
The resolution directs that the in­ 
vestigation be directed “to the admit­ 
ted concurrence of the attorney gend­ 
ers! in maximum fixed prices," of 17 
and 18 cents a pound for Louisiana su­ 
gar, the basis on which the 
prices 
were fixed and whether immunity from 
prsecution for profiteering was given 
any one for charging these prices.

DUE TO FRIE UP 
BY OIL COMPANY 


New York, March 5.—John S. Han­ 
sen, arrested here last night on an 
old charge of impairing the morals of 
a minor, today admitted to a repre­ 
sentative of the International News 
Service that he is "J. Salter Hansen” 
w’ho gave $500 bail to effect the re­ 
lease of U. S. Consular A^ent Jen­ 
kins in Mexico last year, which avert­ 
ed a crisis between Mexico and the 
United States.

kins in Mexico last year, which avert­ 
ed a crisis between Mexico and the 
United States. Hansen declared he 
had put up the $500 bail from purely 
personal motives and denied that the 
Mexican government bad influenced 


i his act. 
“I never saw Jenkins in my life,” 
he added. “And I have no diplomatic 
connections with any government. I 
Was moved to pay the bail when I saw 
war nearing between Mexico and the 
United States. My patriotism compell­ 
ed me to prevent a conflict.” 
He also declared that Jenkins had 
been “justly arrested.’’ He then add­ 
ed that his act of furnishing bail had 
brought about his arrest here last 
night. He blamed the Standard Oil 
company officials, saying “my arrest 
on this old charge, that was previous­ 
ly dropped and the Jenkins case are 
closely related.

Hansen also declared 
that 
the 
charge was being used as a club to 
compel him to settle a <yvil suit for 
$25,000 damages brought against him 
by the parents of the minor. Hansan 
was first arrested in December, 1918 
on complaint of Mrs. Myta 
Wooster 
wife of a New York broker. 
She ac­ 
cused Hansen of molesting her 12 
year old daughter in a Broadway mo- 
j tion picture theater. Hansen was out 
on bail after the jury disagreed when 
I he went to Mexico.

Hansen was held for 
trial en the old charge under $2.500 
bail in court, today.

Now York. March f>.—Japan’s course 
in regard to tho Shantung question 
will be pursued ‘'unswervingly.” no 
matter what action China takes, K- 
Shidehara, the new Japanese Ambas­ 
sador to the United States declared at 
a dinner tendered by the Japan So­ 
ciety in his honor hero last niffht. 
It was his first appearance before a 
large audience in this country since 
his arrival to assume his ambassdorial 
duties. 
Asserting that Shantung could not 
be a source of difficulties between the 
United States and Japan. Mr. Shide­ 
hara said 
“Two courses nowT 
are open 
for 
China; to effect an early settlement 
of the Shantung question ©r to leave 
the question unadjusted and pending 
for an indefinite period of Urn*. 
“In any case, J anan knows her re­ 
sponsibilities to China and to civiliza­ 
tion. 
She will go forward unswerv­ 
ingly, along the pathway which she 
believes leads to international peace 
and stability. 
What difficulties then 
could arise 
between 
the 
United 
States and Japan with 
respect 
to 
Chinese problems? 
“It should be borne in mind that 
Japan has in China a special position 
which is not shared by the 
United 
States nor by any of the European 
powers. 
Her future destiny is inter­ 
woven closely with that of China and 
her own national safety and vital in­ 
terests are involved directly in Chinese 
problems. 
I feel sure, however, that? 
this special position of Japan is real­ 
ized by her American and European 
friends fully, and that she will not be 
called upon to renounce her undoubt­ 
ed right of self-preservation.” 
Ambassador Shidehara declared that 
no nation could be inetrested 
more 
deeply than Japan in the preservation 
of the principles of the territorial in­ 
tegrity of China and the ‘open door* 
for foreign trade there. 
“We have the common sense and 
clear vision to perceive the sheer 
madness of any attempts at aggression 
or 
economics 
monopolization 
in 
China,” he said. 
“We expect mere­ 
ly that we shall not be denied the 
chance of our natural expansion in the 
field of commerce and industry. Every 
nation is expanding and is seeking to 
expand commercially and industrially, 
and Japan claims what other nations 
claim. 
“We are not afraid of foreign com­ 
petition in the Chinese market if we 
are assured of fair and equal oppor­ 
tunity. 
TYierc is nothing at present to war­ 
rant the apprehension that the immi­ 
gration question might prove to be a 
source of complications between the 
United States and Japan, Mr. Shide­ 
hara said, adding that “it is chiefly 
with regard to the treatment of Jap­ 
anese immigrants lawfully admitted to 
this country that questions occasion­ 
ally have been presented and are likely 
to rise.”

“It should be borne in mind that 
Japan has in China a special position 
which is not shared by the 
United 
States nor by any of the European 
powers. 
Her future destiny is inter 
woven closely with that of China and 
her own national safety and vital in­ 
terests are involved directly in Chinese 
problems. 
I feel sure, however, that* 
this special position of Japan is real- j 
ized by her American and European 
friends fully, and that she will not be 
called upon to renounce lier undoubt­ 
ed right of self-preservation.” 
Ambassador Shidehara declared that 
no nation could he inetrested 
more 
deeply than Japan in the preservation 
of the principles of the territorial in­ 
tegrity of China and the ‘open door* 
for foreign trade there. 
“We have the common sense and 
clear vision to perceive tile sheer 
madness of any attempts at aggression 
or 
economics 
monopolization 
in i 
China,” he said. 
“We expect mere­ 
ly that we shall not be denied the 
chance of our natural expansion in the 
field of commerce and industry. Every 
nation is expanding and is seeking to 
expand commercially and industrially, 
and Japan claims what other nations 
claim. 
“We are not afraid of foreign com­ 
petition in the Chinese market if we 
are assured of fair and equal oppor­ 
tunity. 
Ti’ierc is nothing at present to war­ 
rant the apprehension that the immi­ 
gration question might prove to be a 
source of complications between the 
United States and Japan, Mr. Shide­ 
hara said, adding that “it is chiefly 
with regard to the treatment of Jap­ 
anese immigrants lawfully admitted to 
this country that questions occasion­ 
ally have been presented and are likely 
to rise.”
